CONNECTICUT DEMOCRACY 
Senator Eaton, of Connecticut, whp was 


chosen by the Democrats of that State as the 
fruit of their accidental majority in 1874, 
was during the War one of those intense 
partisans who were known as Copperheads, 
and never saw anything commendable in the 
efforts to save the Union and put down the 
Rebellion, and whose argument on all ques- 
tions begun and ended in the theory that the 
several States were absolute sovereigns ; that 
the United States is not a nation; that the 
Government of the United States is but the 
agent or instrument of the “sovereign” 
States; and that this is but a confederacy of 
sovereign nations or States. Mr. Eaton, on 
the night of.the 20th of March, enlivened the 
debate in the Senate by a very earnest dis- 
cussion of the Louisiana question, into which 
he dragged his inevitable one idea of State 
sovereignty. In the course of his remarks 
he laid down the following propositions as 
indisputable : 


This Government of ours, this great comfederation 
of States, is not a nation,—it is a confederacy of na 


tions; it is composed of sovereiguties. 

A certain number of States—eleven—edopted and 
ratified the Constitution of the United States. Now, 
what became of that little Commonwealth so ably rep- 
resented on this floor by my friend from Rhode 
Island? She was out in the cold a year and a half. 
Not a member of this Union; not a member of this 
confederacy of States. What was she then? Sue was 
one of the sovereign powers of the earth, small though 
she was, and floated ber glorious little flag over every 
sea. Neither of the gentlemen from Rhode Isiand will 
deny that she was an independent sovereign power of 
the earth, 

I announce that every State in this confederacy is 
sovereign, is independent ; as sovereign and independ- 
ent as it was in 1786, except in the powers that it has 
delegated by the Constitution, and I defy any man or 
Senator to successfully controvert it here or anywhere, 
now or at any time. 


Mr. Eaton elaborated these propositions, 


of America was never, and is not now, a 
nation ; that it isa mere confederacy created 
by the sovereign States; that the General 
Government is merely the Federal organ of 
sovereignties, to whom has been delegated 
certain powers; but that the fountain of power 
is not the American people, but that the State 
Governments is that fountain from which all 
the confederate authority flows. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Eaton's illustration of 
the case of Rhode Island during the period 
intervening between the formation of the 
Constitution and the time of her ratification 
thereof is a little too sweeping ; if it proves 
anything, it proves too much. The American 
Union is now composed of thirty-seven 
States, nearly three times as many as the 
original thirteen. If these thirty-seven 
States be sovereign powers, nations, and all 
equal in sovereign power, and it be per- 
tinent to ask what was Rhode Island 
during the year and a half she was consider- 
ing whether ratify the Constitution or 
not, it is equally pertinent to inquire what 
were these twenty-four other States, or in- 
dependent sovereign nations,” before their ad- 
mission, which have since become members 
of the Union. Each of them is the equal of 
Rhode Island in rights and powers, and must, 
according to Mr. Eaton, have been so origi- 
nally. Was each of these States before ad- 
mission a sovereign power of the earth,” 
an independent nation”? Either the States 
are not equal, or the new States are not, 
and never have been, “sovereign powers of 
the earth,” or Rhode Island was never what 
Mr. Eaton claims her to have been. In 
claiming that this is not a nation of people, 
but a confederacy of independent sovereign 
States, all of them equal in all things and 
equally the creator of the confederate 
agent or organ, the General Government, he 
must concede to each of these twenty-four 
States admitted since Rhode Island the char- 
acter of having been, up to the time they 
united with the others “sovereign independ- 
ent nations of the earth.” 

Now, what are the facts? Each of these 
States has been created directly or indirectly 
by virtue of some act of Congress out of the 
territory of the United States. The squat- 
ters or residents therein have been author- 
ized to form themselves into political corpora- 
tions, chartered to exercise certain functions 
of lecal government within certain territorial 
limits prescribed by Congress, and have been 
admitted into the Union upon conditions and 
terms fixed by law. Some of the territory 
out of which Congress has carved these 
States has been purchased by the United 
States; other has been acquired by war 
and conquest; one State created by the divis- 
ion of another State, and one by annexation. 
Congress has just authorized the inhabitants 
of Colorado to form a State Government 
preparatory to admission; and, accord- 
ing to Mr. Eaton, Colorado is now 
an independent sovereign power of the 
earth, owing no allegiance to the United 
States, and floating her glorious flag on every 
sea.” We do not know how far Mr. Eaton 
is willing to follow his own extravagance ; 
but if Illinois is now the equal of Rhode 
Island, she must, like her, have been an 
independent sovereign nation before she 
joined the confederacy of nations, and ow- 
ing no allegiance to the United States. If 
true of Rhode Island, then it must bo true 
of all the States.

The people found that 
they had left too much political power in the 
hands of the local or State officers, 
eo they undertook to remodel the Govern- 
mental machinery. They created a National 
Government, free of the control of the State 
authorities, with ample power to enforce its 
laws and its powers within the States; it 
stripped the local Governments of the power 
to embarrass the operations of the General 
Government, leaving to them exclusively the 
management and control of their purely local 
affairs. The Ndtional Government thus ¢s- 
tablished has gone on prospering ever since, 
The theory of State sovereignty was broached 
for the defense of slavery, and with slavery 
received its quietus from the War. Its re- 
vival now by the old Bourbons is something 
like the efforts of the scientific gentleman in 
Europe who, a few years ago, attempted to 
revive the idea that the world is a flat plain, 
not round, and that the sun goes round the 
earth, and not the earth round the sun; and 
the Democracy of Cognecticut have made use 
of their accidental victory in 1874 to send 
one of these absurd old Bourbons to the 
Senate to deny that the United States is a 
nation, to deny that the peopleof the United 
States have a common nationality, and to 
claim that this is a mere confederacy of inde- 
pendent powers. 

At the next session of Congress there will 
be plenty more Bourbons to argue the same 
sophism, because it is the only thing that 
supports the doctrine of the right of se- 
cession, which still lingers in the Bourbon 
heart, and there is no other use for the State- 
sovereignty dogma than to uphold the right 
of secession. If the Union is a mere part- 
nership of States, of course any of the part- 


ners may withdraw therefrom upon sufficient 
provocation. This is really the underlying 
and foundation principle of the party which 
calls itself the Democracy. Most of the 
leaders are keeping this dogma in the back- | 
ground until after the next Presidential elec- 
tion, as it is Offensive to those Republicans 
whose votes they are fishing for so anxious- 
ly. But Senator Eaton is so full of the idea 
that he is not to be restrained from its open 
avowal by prudential considerations. The 
Connecticut Democracy are firm believers in 
the same thing, or they would not have se- 
lected him to represent them in the United 
States Senate.

—— 
INDORSING THE PRESIDENT. 

The Senate of the United States have 
spent nearly a week in discussing a resolution 
approving the action of the President in a 
certain particular of the Louisiana business. 
The resolution was as follows: 

That the action of the President in protecting the 
Government in Louisiana, of which Wittiam P. 
KELLOG@ is the Exeentive, and the people of the State, 
against domestic violence, and enforcing the laws of 
the United States, is approved, 

This subject was brought before the Senate 
by Senator Frerancucrsen. ‘The Senate had 
just refused to admit Pmcmsack, and Mr. 
FRELINGHUYSEN promptly offered a resolution 
affirming the legality of the KxrLoce Govern- 
ment, and epproving of all the acts of the 
President in relation thereto. This resolu- 
tion was objected to by many Republicans, 
and the subject was referred to a caucus, at 
which the resolution was reduced to the form 
in which we have given it. It is certainly a 
very weak resolution, and yet it could not be 
passed except in that diluted shape. A dozen 
or more Republican Senators declared that 
they would vote for no resolution indorsing 
the legality of the KxLLOOG Government, or 
of the election or other means by which it 
was installed in power, and this resolution 
was prepared to exclude any such indorse- 
ment. All that the resolution, expressly or 
impliedly, means is, that Ketzoace, having 
been installed as Governor de facto, the con- 
duct of the President in protecting that Gov- 
ernment against armed violence, and in main- 
taining the peace, was approved. 

Until this debate we were not aware that 
the propriety of the President's conduct in 
this respect was questioned byany one. Mr. 
Reverpy Jounsow and Mr. Cuanues O’Conor, 
who are among the ablest Democratic law- 
yers of the country, in discussing this sub- 
ject, both agreed that the President had of 
necessity to fecoguize one or the other Gov- 
ernment, and to protect it by force; that in 
this his choice rested exclusively upon his 
own discretion, and for the time-his decision 
was final, The only point of difference was, 
that Mr. O’Conor insisted that, if the Presi- 
dent at any time should discover that he had 
made an error in his choice, it was his duty to 
correct it. With regard tothe case of the 4th of 
January, the President's action was confined 
to directing the troops to preserve the peace ; 
whatever else the military officers did, was 
done without his knowledge or orders. The 
action of the troops in interfering, at the re- 
quest of the KxLLodd majority of the Legis- 
lature, to eject certain claimants from seats, 
was without orders from him, and the first in- 
telligence he had of it was from reading the 
reports in the papers next day. His action 
was exclusively in preserving the peace. 

The Democrats for some reason or other 
chose to put themselves in strenuous opposi- 
tion to this resolution. They took the occa- 
sion to discuss the Louisiana case from be- 
ginning to end, notwithstanding the resolu- 
tion itself excluded all of that business, save 
the simple preservation of the peace and the 
protection of the Government against armed 
violence. The whole story of the election 
frauds was discussed, though the reso- 
lution pointedly excluded any recogni- 
tion of the legality of the Kxx- 
L000 Government. Even Anprew Jon 
son was heard in denunciation of the leg- 
islation of Congress and of the President 
for the rejection of his policy.“ A resolu- 
tion approving the conduct of the President 
in preserving the peace and preventing civil 
war in New Orleans served as the text for 
denouncing the President as a usurper, ambi- 
tious to substitute, he sword for the law, and 
as one who was preparing the way for declar- 
ing himself Emperor. After a week’s waste 
of time, the resolution was adopted, receiv- 
ing the vote of every Republican Senator, 
and of every Independent except Mr. Boorn, 
of California, who for some reason voted 
with the Democrats against it.

The 
other project is that of the South Atlantic 
Railroad Company (Chicago & Charleston, 
8S.

thence on Grove street to Van Buren, and 
there locate a depot. Under the former pro- 
ject, a steam dummy is to be run to Twenty- 
second street ; under the latter, to Van Buren 
street. 

There is one general argument in favor of 
a horse-railroad running south somewhere 
west of State street. The great pressure 
upon the South Side cars is from the mass of 
people who live south of Sixteenth and west 
of State. Eight people out of ten riding in 
these cars go west of State when they 
get out. All the way down ko the city-limits 
there is a vast population between State 
street and the river, which runs off to the 
southwest and widens the residence district. 
This population is composed of laborers, 
mechanics, artisans, seamstresses, shop- 
women, and working people of every class, 
who depend upon the horse-cars for going 
between business and home. A line of cars 
running on Third and Fourth avenues, south 
of Van Buren, and on Dearborn street and 
Wentworth avenues, from Fourteenth street 
to the city-limits, will accommodate the vast 
crowds that inhabit this section much better 
than the State street cars, will bring more 
general relief to the present overcrowded 
condition of cars than the Wabash ave- 
nus line, and will be profitable at an earlier 
date than any other projected horse-railroad. 

But there is serious objection to the propo- 
sition to lay tracks on Dearborn between 
Jackson and Sonth Water. There will then be 
tracks on Fifth avenue, Clark, Dearborn, 
State streets, and Wabash avenue. This will 
be unnecessary, since there is no great pres- 
sure of travel between South Water and Van 
Baren streets, and it will leave no 
fare on the South Side, except one at the ex- 


The bill for the repeal of the Registry act, 
which has already passed the Senate, was or- 
dered to a third reading in the House by the 
close vote of 64 to Gl. Even this small ma- 
jority of three was secured by a resort to 
very disreputable parliamentary tactics, which 
appear to have been ordered and marshaled 
by Speaker Hanms. The manner in which 
the vote was taken in the House is a fair sam- 
ple of the manner in which general elections 
will be conducted ia the future if the Regis- 
try act should be repealed. There was a 
Boss who presided; a clerk who sought 
to defeat a verification of the vote by inco- 
herent and rapid reading; retainers who ran 
about drumming up voters in favor of the bill; 
and generally à disposition and an effort 
to defeat the rule of the majority. by forcing 
the bill to a third reading in spite of the 
merit and the strength of the opposition. 
The scene was certainly disgraceful, but not 
more so than will be the pretense of popular 
elections after the control of the ballot-box 
and the polis shall be given over in the large 
cities absolutely to the roughs, bummers, 
thieves, aud gamblers, without any restraint 
whatever upon illegal voting, and no means 
of purging the ballot-box of bogus votes. 

Now that this bill is so close upon its final 
passage by the Legislature, is it not time that 
every man who has favored it up to this time 
should seriously consider the inevitable re- 
sults of its becoming a law?

ship as to warrant its abrogation there, 


it may be done without aiming a 
blow at the cities where registration 
is the only protection against fraudulent 
voting and ballot-box stuffing. It is not nec- 
essary that the repeal should be made to ap- 
ply to the whole State in order to relieve the 
particular rural districts where registration is 
not considered essential. If there be no 
other purpose in the proposed repeal than 
the relief of the rural districts, a law may be 
framed which shall make registration obliga- 
tory only in cities and towns of, say, 5,000 or 
10,000 inhhpbitants and upwards. This law 
can be passed, and it would be devoid of the 
objections to the present scheme, But if no 
such bill shall be introduced and the present 
bill be passed, it will be evident that the re- 
peal was in the interest of fraudulent voting 
and intended to make a farce of elections. 

We will gay to the Legislature now that if 
it passes this repeal bill, and it becomes a 
law, it will be a duty to pass another law re- 
pealing all franchise in Chicago. This bill 
will disfranchise the respectable and honest 
voters by enabling the vicious and criminal 
classes to overcome by fraudulent voting any 
majority which the honest legal voters may 
cast, It will only be fair, then, to take 
away the right of suffrage from all classes, 
and relegate the city to some other form of 
government than that which depends upon 
popular suffrage. Thenceforth elections in 
Chicago will be mere shams and frauds. 
Every voting precinct: in this city im 
more than half the wards may be seized 
and controlled by any combination of 
bummers and scalawags. The gamblers, 
roughs, loafers, and thieves will always be 
in the majority, no matter what the number 
of the de¢ent voters may be. It will be 
simply impossible to check illegal voting by 
wholesale. The bill is, therefore, aimed at 
the very éxistence of popular self-govern- 
ment. The result of an election in Chicago 
without registration will be like a con- 
tract proqured by fraud or the award of 
a packed jury. There will be no more pop- 
ular elections in fact. The corrupt caucus 
will furnish us with Government and officials. 
The only cpntest will be between the factions 
that may be formed among the bummers and 
loafers. The man who can getin most ille- 
gal votes will be the successful candidate. 
We shall have a reign of scoundrelism,— 
scoundrels running for office and scoundrels 
furnishing the votes. It will bea standing 
disgrace to the State, even if the Governor 
should veto the bill (as he unquestionably 
will), to have had such a measure pass both 
Houses of the Legislature. There is yet time 
to escape this disgrace, and we sincerely hope 
it will not be put upon the record.

As it would take about 
two columns of Tan Trisunz to set the 
modus operandi of the new party before the 
reader, and as it would not be very interest- 
ing matter for the reader, we can do better 
by giving our space to an exposition of the 
folly of this Boston notion.”

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GERMAN IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The propriety of making the German lan- | 


guage one of the studies in our public schools 


is rather warmly disputed in New York; and 


there are many in the West, where the lan- 
guage is more generally taught than in the 
East, who question it too. Naturally enough, 
our German fellow-citizens are strong advo- 
cates of their mother-tongue as a branch of 
popular education. While many Americans, 
to the manner born,” are opposed to its be- 
ing taught in the schools because they think 
it serves to perpetuate a foreign element in 
the United States, the Germans look upon 
any attempt to exclude it from the public 
schools as evidence of a disposition to refuse 
them equal rights with other citizens. 

It seems to us that neither of these posi- 
tions is tenable. The Germans have no right 
to demand that their language shall be tanght 
in the public schools, Nor is the teaching of 
it at all dangerous to the country or neces- 
sarily un-American. Those who contend that 
to teach German in the public sehools is anti- 
American, forget that the study of any foreign 
language, and of German particularly among 
modern languages, is a most excellent dis- 
cipline. It is scarcely fair to look upon the 
teaching of German in the public schools as 
a desire to make Germans of those who 
ought to be Americans, and to forget en- 
tirely the part it may be made to 
play in the development of tne mind. 
The experience of ages has shown that the 
study of language is calculated to sharpen 
the powers of observation, to strengthen the 
reasoning faculties, to exercise the judgment, 
and improve the memory. Next to the San- 
scrit and the Greek, there is no tongue the 
study of which lets the student into the mys- 
teries of the nature of language as does the 
German. To the student of English it is of 
the very highest value, related as it is to the 
Anglo-Saxon, one of the parents of his own 
language, the Latin being the other. If ev- 
ery American knew German, he would be 
better acquainted with his own tongue, and 
none the less patriotic. 

But if it is not on principles of patriotism 
that the language should be excluded from 
our publie schools, neither is it because its 
study is a very desirable discipline, and the 
knowledge of it very convenient, that it 
should be taught there. There are many 
things which are calculated to teach the 
young idea how to shoot, ani which it would 
be exceedingly convenient to know, which 
cannot be taught in the public schools. The 
question whether German should be taught 
in them, and to what extent, is one which 
must be determined by practical considera- 
tions. 

In the first place, the study of the lan- 
guage should not be made obligatory. It 
should be optional with the parent 
or guardian to say whether the pupil shall 
take it up or not. Many German parents 
would elect to have their sons and daughters 
study it. And this they might do with ad- 
vantage, for, as German children have oppor- 
tunities to speak the language at home, their 
school training would serve to impress its 
grammar upon their minds. Not so with 
American children. Of all the children of 
English-speaking parents who study German 
in the Western public schools at the people’s 
expense, not one in 500 learns it well enough 
to speak it with any ease or fluency. The 
little they do learn of it they carry about 
with them for a while, as a dead language, 
soon to forget it entirely. In view of 
this undoubted fact, it may be asked 
whether it is best that the children of Amer- 
ican parents, except in very exceptional cases, 
should not waste their time on the German 
language. 

But there is another side to this question. 
Life is short and art is long. School life, 
especially, is short, The majority of the 
children who attend the public schools can 
afford to devote but a very short time to their 
education. At the age of 12 they begin to 
drop out, and at 16 very few are left in 
school, Such being the case, it is not desir- 
able that their time should be taken up 
by any but the most indispensable 
studies. To make German an obligatory 
study under such circumstances would be 
to do great injustice, since it wonld 
hinder the advancement of the scholar in 
those branches of education which are most 
necessary, and without a knowledge of which 
it cannot be said that he is educated at all. 

We are rather disposed to look with favor 
on the study of German by the children of 
German parents, because there is some pros- 
pect of its doing them some good, and be-

Potrsvitiz, Pa., March 24.—This city, the 
Capital of Schuylkill County, which has been 
rendered notorious for lawless acts, bas been 
the scene to-day of much excitement, conse- 
quent upon the execution of Joseph Brown, 
Notwithstanding the fact that numerous brutal 
assassinations have occurred within the county 
during recent years, there has been no hanging 
sinte 1847,—James D. Riggs. a colored man, 
suffering the penalty of the law in August of | 
that year for murdering Charles Guuder, a 
German. Ever since last evening strangers 
have flocked into Pottsville, and jast previous 
to the execution the streets were crowd- 
ed with people. Notwithstanding the terrible 
fury of the suow-storm in and around the jail 


and Sheriff's office the scene presented beggars

BROWN WAS SWUNG INTO ETERNITY 

at ten minutes before 12, the body remaining sus- 
pended about fifteen minutes, a twitching of 
the arms and legs being noticeable. About two 
minutes after 12 the remains were taken down 
and placed in a coftin. A post mortem was soon 
afterward beld in an out-house of the jail, when 
it was ascertained that Brown had been strangled. 
He will be buried in the jail-yaid, the people of 
the region where he formerly resided refusing to 
allow the burial in that section. 

There isa weil-authenticated report that Brown 
was an illegitimate son of Pat Hester, the noto- 
rious King of tbe Molly Maguires. 

Immediately after the execution the jail doors 
were thrown open, and hundreds of persons 
viewed the gallows. 


THE CRIME, 

The tragedy was committed on Sunday night, 
Feb. 25, 1872, and the victimes were Daniel M. 
Kramer, a farmer of reputed wealth, and about 
60 years old, and his wife Annetia. The couple 
resided in an isolated locality, their humble man- 
sion being 300 or 400 yards distant from the resi- 
dence of the nearest neighbor. Mr. Kramer was 
a frugal farmer, and by industry ard the prac- 
tice of rigid economy was known to have accu- 
mulated a considerabie amount of money. 
Shortly before his death Mr. Kramer had fallen 
heir to $700 through the death of a reiative. 
No ote knew these circumstances more thor- 
oughly than Joseph Brown, a relative, who fre- 
quently visited the bouse and conversed with 
the inmates. On the Monday morning follow- 
ing the bloody tragedy, a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Kramer, who resided in the vicinity, visited the 
house of his parents, expecting to find them in 
their usual health. He opened the door leading 
to the sleeping-room of his mother, and was 
horrified to see her stretched across the bed in a 
dying condition, aud 

THE FLOOR COVERED WITH BLOOD, 
with other evidences of the perpetration of 
crime,—desks, chest, and bureau opened, and a 
portion of their contents throwo about promis- 
cuously. The mother of the bleeding victim 
was jn the bouse at che time, but she was unable 
to give any information concerning the tragedy, 
having neither witnessed nor heard of it.

THE EAST BOSTON MURDER. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicago Tripune, 
Bostox, March 24.—The detectives have ob- 
tained a trace of the murderer of Mrs. Biogham, 


accounted for her ignorance of the terrible crime | whose tragic fate in East Boston on Monday af- 


ternoon has created much excitement through- 
out the city and neighborhood. Mrs. Bingham 
was about 30 years old, comely, accomplished, 
and highly respected. She was the daughter of 
the late Deacon William R. Lovejoy, of this city, 
and the widow of the Rev. Samuel BEingham. at 
one time pastor of a church in East 
Boston, and «a son of the Rev. Joel 
8. Bingham, also well known in this vicinity. 
She lived with ber mother and an unmarried sis- 
ter. The circumstances of her death were so 
peculiar that it was a question, until after the 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury, whether she had 
been murdered or had died in a fit; but the au- 
topsy discovered unquestionable evidence of 
brutal violence that could not have been inflici- 
ed by a fall or by herself. In strug- 
gling her mouth had beep crammed full of 
gravel from the cellar bottom, and gravel stones 
were found in the kitchen sink where the water 
was ruuping, showing that whoever committed 
the deed bad wasbed his hands there before 
going out. Iwo valuable rings, onea diamond 
ring she was known to have on her hand, were 
missing. There was no evidence at any attempt 
at rape.. Her sister was in the house all the 
afternoon on the second story. Mre. Lingham 
was with her until she went down to 
answer the door-bell. The theory is that 
a tramp who had visited other houses 
in ne ghborhood. pretending to 
be sent to inspect the water-pipes or gas-metre, 
was admitted by her. That she went wich him 
to examine the metre in the cellar, and that he, 
supposing she was alone in the house, attempted 
to rob ber, and, meeting resistance, killed her 
before accomplishing lis purpose. There were

Ann Agsor, Mich., March 24.—The twenty- 
fifth annual commencement of the Medical Do- 
partment af the University of Michigan was 
held to-day at 10 o'clock a. m. at University Hall. 
Fully 2,000 people were assembled. The degree 
of M. D.was conferred upon sixty-five graduates, 
twelve of whom were ladies. The address to the 
graduating glass was delivered by Prof. R. C. 
Kedzie, M. D., of the State Agrioultural College, 
upon the subject: The Office of the Physician 
is the Preyention of Disease.“ The frightful 
prevalence of disease, owing to most obvious 
causes, was pointed ont, and also how 
quickly disease had disappeared when these 
causes were removed. He said there were 
two conditions of success for a physician: thor- 
ough preparation, and a confidence in the pub- 
lic. It was also necessary for a young physician 
to be thoroughly imbued with principle. Be not 
afraid to show-to the public what you really are. 

The address was replete with sense and wit. 

The sixteenth annual commencement of the 
Law Department was held at 20’clock p. m. A 
larger number were in attendance than in the 
forenoon. The degree of Bachelor of Laws was 
conferred gpon 136 graduates. Two of these 
were ladies, Mies Mary Perry, of Coldwater, and 
Miss Ellen A. Martin, of Jamestown, N. TJ. The 
address was delivered by the Hon. Charles 8. 
May, of Kalamazoo, upon the subject of trial by 
jury. The speaker hastily traced the bistory of 
trial by jaty, and its advantages and justice. 
It was superior to any other. The character 
and qualities of a Judge were minutely traced 
as the chief jewels in the crown. The advocate 
then received his attention. The advocate, like 
the poet, is born, not made. No amount of 
learning will make a great advocate. The true 
juryman should be an eloquent man, and must 
have a complete mastery of facts. Toe tempera- 
ment makes the juryman. The statesman is 
not an advacate. Daniel Webster was referred 
te as an example. 

The address was well received. The exercises 
passed off with the usual interest. Many emi- 
nent men honored the claps with their presence. 

The Alumni meeting of the Law Department 
was held last night at the Law lecture-room. 
Two orations were delivered, with other exercises 
ofa similar character. The noticeable feature 
of the evening was the oration of Mr. H. C. 
Stewart, of Jacksonville, III. A banquet fol- 
lowed these exercises at the Cook Hotel, with the 
usual enjoyment of supper and toasts. 

At the same hour, at the Gregory House, the 
Alumni of the Medical Department met and ef- 
fected an organization for the purpose of bene- 
fiting themselves and their profession. The en- 
thusiasm at this first meeting bespeaks great in- 
terest in the work of this fraternity. The Asso- 
ciation is to meet annually the evening before 
the Law aad Medical commencements at Ann 
Arbor.

Dispatch to the Chicaoo 


Stoux Orry, Ia., 24.—Considerable 
anxiety among friends here of the Sioux City 
party now in the Black Hills was caused by a ro- 
port yesterday of a letter by Dr. B. Y. Shelby, of 
Dakota City, from his nephew, A. 8. Shelby, one 


giving a description of the various character of 
fossils lately discovered, Mr. Shelby says: “I 
have been among the Northern Indians for 
the last two weeks, and lived right in their 
villages, and from what I could learn from them 
they are going to make a heavy attack on a small 
mining party. The Indians say the party are 
camped south and near Bear Butte; that the 
party consists of about thirty men, a» woman, and 
seven wagons. Lame Antelope crossed the 
White River with a large party on the 10th of 
this month, well armed with needie-guns.” Mr. 
Shelby no knowledge of any white people 
mining in the Black Hills except what he learned 
from the Ind:ans, but the description aod loca- 
tion given by the Indians leaves no doubt but 
that the Sioux City party ia referred to by them.

THE RIENZI TORNADO, 


Several Persens Killed and Many 
Wounded—Less of Property Over 


$100,000.

Rienzi, Miss., March 18.—I write to give you: 


some account of the tornado that visited the 
Town of Rienzi on the moraiag of the 15th 
inst. During all the earlier part of the night 
there was every indication of a storm—the wind 
blew in fitful gusts, now and then the rain fell 
in torrents, the a was close and hot, 
and full of electricity, while all the 

seemed to be at war with each other. At abour 
2 o'clock in the morning a cloud was observed 
moving up from the southwest, and another 
from the northwest. 

These evidently collided somewhere; in all 
probability near the house of Jordan L. Rees, 
23¢ miles southwest of town. A huge cyclone 
was formed, which moved at a tremendously 
rapid rate, whirling in wild commotion, rolling 
its black masses along the sky and earth with 4 
terrific rush and roar, crushing all the large 
timbers in ite course, and finally struck our 
beautiful little town by the southwest, moved 
across the central part to the northeast, and 
swept houses. fences, and everything before it. 
Cries of distress were heard; immediately the 
Methodist church bell (the only one left) rang 
the alarm, and soon the more fortunate of our 
townsmen were on the theatre of destruction, 
rescaing the bodies of dead and wounded from 
the fallen timbers. It 
wild and beartrending desolation. Forty-two 
houses, besides churches and the academy, were 
blown to pieces, and in nearly ry! instance 
completely destroyed, pot a stick of timber re- 
maining. The very foundations were taken up 
and carried away. Fragments of broken furni- 
ture, crockery, bedding, and wearing apparel 
were scattered all over the face of the earth. 

The best built houses were as chaff before the 
wild screaming monster of a storm. The heavi- 
est articles were carried away. anos 
were blown out into the yards. Bales of cotton 
were moved, and many things have not yet been 
heard of. The mighty storm-god rushed on and 
passed away. The rain began to pour in tor- 
rents, and the living arose, and, by the light- 
ning's fearful glare, looked out to see what was 
once a charmingly beautiful town a shapelese 
heap of ruins. 

e have but one church left (the Methodist), 
and that is badly injured, * 

With sadness I chronicle the killing of the fol- 
lowing: Jordan L. Rees and his little girl; Por- 
ter Walker, and Mise Mattie Palmer; Mr. M. B. 
Armer died last night, and his wife will prob ably 
die soon. These lived immediately in town aud 
near by. Others further out in the country were 
killed and wounded. Of the many others 
wounded in town it is hoped none will 

It is traly wonderful to note the many miracu- 
lous escapes. Whole families escaped almost 
without a scratch or braise, while their houses 
went to pieces above them, and the air was filled 
with the hissing missiles of death.

Dexter Makes His Argument 
for Mr. Storey. 


He Thinks His Client Has Done Loth- 
uuns Criminal. . 


Judge Williams Will Give His Decision 
. Monday 


Tho Indictments to Come Up Tuesday. 


The consideration ef the Storey contempt case 
yas again resumed before Judge Williams in the 
Driminal Court yesterday morning. There was, 
gs usual, since this case commenced, a large at- 
tendance of spectators. The event of the morn- 
jog was the delivery of the concluding speech 
tor the defendant by Mr. Wirt Dexser. The 
speech was on the motion for a writ ot attach- 
ment, the answer in writing not being sufficient, 
to bring Wilbur F. Storey into court. 

UNDER WHICH KING? 

Col. Rioaby, for the respondent, inquired of 
the Court whether it was yet known what Judge 
would preside at the session of Court during 
which the several indictments against Mr. Storey 
would be tried. 

Judge Williams said that he did not know, but 
understood that Judge Booth would hold the 
next term of the Crimins] Court. He was not 
officially informed of this, but knew it was the 
understanding. 

Col. Rieaby inquired whether the sittings of 
Judge Booth would extend through the next 
three months. 

Judge Williams thought that such would be the 


case. 
Col. Ricaby was understood to remark that 
there were several important witnesses ont of 


town. who could possibly not get here by next 
Tuesday. That was the day fixed for the trial, 


and be hoped Mr. Reed would withdraw the noti- 
cat on. 

Mr. Reed said that he did not want to have 
the cases go over for three months. The Judges 
would meet Saturday to decide who should bold 
the next term of Court. He thought the ar- 
rangement made at that meeting would prove 
gatisfactory to all concerned. 

Mr. Goudy did not suppose that any of the 


Judges would be particularly desirous of trying 


the cases referred to. 

Jadge Williams agreed with Mr. Goudy. So far 
aa he himself was concerned, he would make no 
goramble for the job. He supposed there would 
be a Ju ge ready to try the case whenever both 
parties were ready. 

Mr. Reed sard that the notice of trial for Tues- 
day would remain unchanged.

The libel case was next in order, and Mr. Wirt 


Dexter was about to commence bis oration, but

The Old Woman and Her Broom. 


The contest with the squatters on the Fay 
street tract was concluded yesterday by the evic- 
tion of two of the families, the remainder effect- 
ing a settlement by which they retain possession 
for the present. It seems that the land, which 18. 
situated on both sides of Fay, otherwise Pearl 
street, near Chicago avenue, was originally 
owned bya family named Hanna, but was by 
them neglected until it had become covered 
With squatters of all nationalities. Some of 
the shanties have been there for twelve and fif- 
teen years, and so long a period of undisturbed 
possession begat in the minds of the squatters a 
strong feeling of ownership. Some time ago the 
property was sold by the Hanna family to Mr. 
George MoConnell, residing in Indiana, whose 
claims thus acquired the squatters were not 
willing to acknowledge. His lawyer here, Mr. 
C. M. Hertig, brought suit for a writ of ejection, 
and a decree to that effect was granted by the 
Cireuit Court. The writ was issued nearly ninety 
days ago, and Deputy Gus Korn was charged 
with its execution. He set out to execute it 
Jan, 16, but finding the squatters ia a belli- 
cose temper, and the Chicago Avenue Station 
not being able to furnish the aseist- 
ance of the police force just at that 
time, Mr. Korn was very averse to proceeding to 
extremities in such bitter weather, and made that 
an excuse for postponing the execution of the 
writ. Mr. Hertig, the attorney im charge of the 
case, was so full of zeal that nothing would suit 
him but an immediate eviction, and Mr, Korn and 
bimeelf had some words over the matter. Since 
then, Mr. Hertig has been dancing ‘attendance 
ou the Sheriff's office endeavoring to stir Korn 
up to immediate action, but the lat 
ter has persistently delayed until gester- 
day, when the writ had oniy a few 
days ionger to run, and the weather bad 
moderated to such a degree that eviction would 
not expose the unfortunate squatters to extraor- 
dinary hardships. 

Promptly 

at 10 O'CLOCK YESTERDAY MORNING 

Mr. Hertig was on hand at the Sheriff's office, 
and skipped about with impatience at the delib- 
erate manner in which Mr. Korn proceeded. Mr. 
Korn got together five men as his posse, and in- 
formed Mr. Hertig that he should pay $2.50 
apiece for the same. Some more were needed 
as custodians of the property after the equatters 
should bave been evicted, and Mr. Hertig hur- 
ried off and obtained three more men from the 
employment agency of the Young Meu's 
Christian Associative, as he could fix his own 
price for their services. This made eight io all, 
besides Mr. Korn, the reporters, and Mr. 
Hertig himself, so that it was quite a formida- 
ble body of infantry. During the march to the 
scene of battle, the probabilities of an encounter

had been uttered agaivet himself, He was se- 
rious, but com with the maonerof one 
nerved to heroic resolution. The appearance of 
the band on Fay street made a prodigious sensa- 
tion in the neighborhood, and a bountiful sup- 
ply of children, dogs, loafers, and women was 
produced in a very short time. Mr, Korn be- 
strode the narrow doorway like a Colossus, ana 
entering the house of one Andrew Saube, No. 32 
Pay street, made known the object of his visit, 
and bis fixed resolution to put the job tarough. 
He deprecated the occurrence of any unpleasant- 
ness while the thing went on, and with moving 
eloquence pictured 

THE BEAUTIES OF PEACE AND TRANQUILLITY, 
which he trusted would prevail oo the painfu 
oobasion. The room inte which he made his 
irruption turned out to be occupied by a Nor- 
wegian family named Jacobson, who, as well as 
another family up-stairs, rented from Saube. 
Mis. Jacobson, a middie-aged woman, whose 
features, notwithstauding that ber iaborious 
life hed made ite impress upon them, 
had a cheerful expression, was busily engaged in 
preparing dinner, and her husband was engaged 
in some domestic pursuit, when the notice to 
leave was served upon them. Oontrary to ex- 
peotation, they did not make any violent demon- 
stration, but seemed to be dumb-founded andata 
loss to know what to do. The woman stood up with 
a look of patient resignation, while the men laid 
hold of ber household goods. Mr. Korn advised 
them to get a wagon, 60 that the furniture could 
be moved right into it, and acting oo this coun- 
sel they procured a wagon and the eviction be- 
gan. — Mr. Koro bustied around to 
the rear uf the house, where 

MR. Saur 
bad his room. This landlord of the shanty was 
eating his midday meal, and as he bad been 
violent and abusive on the previous occasion, 
some trouble was anticipated. Mr. Korn’s firm, 
uncompromising manner convinced him that 
resistance was useless, and he began to try to 
make terms with Mr. Hertig. Ihe latter signified 
his willingness to make a compromise, so Saube 
ran off for his wife, who is bis financier aud 
purse-bearer, and who was then out at work. 

In the meantime the men were carryin 
Jacobson’s furniture and effects. The house 
was a small two-story frame shanty, and the 
ceiling was hardly more than 8 feet high. The 
furniture was rood, what there was of it, and 
was taken out very carefully, so that nothing 
was broken or injured. Saube came back with 
his wife by the time nearly all the things had 
been gotten out, and 

A BARGAIN 

was soon made, by which he was to pay $12 down 
and #12 for the remaining time up to May 1. 
Upon this arrangement being effected, Mrs. 
Saube was in great distress of miod about los- 
ing her tenante, the Jacobsons, and voiuble dis- 
course followed, which, being in Scandinavian, 
was not duly appreciated by the reporter. The 
result was that the Jacobsons concluded to stay, 
and began to move back again. 

Just opposite, across the street, was @ small 
one-story shanty occupied by 

JOHN M'DONELL, 

an Irishman. His wife was the only one at 
home, and offered no resistance, nor gave way 
to apy nowy exhibition of grief. There were 
two small rooms inside hung with a few Catholic 
prints, and the family dinner-pot was simmering 
on the stove. The poor woman stood by with 
uncomplaining resignation as her household 
goods were carried out and piled up in the muddy 
road. The street is entirely without drainage, 
and the lots on which the shanties stood 
were covered with ice and water, but 
women and children paddled through it 
in their anxiety to see the show, and even a 
dirty old sheep came near and poked his mut- 
ton-head in e door with a calm and philo- 
Bopbic ion. There was at once some- 
thing humorous and pathetic in the action of 
the poor old woman when her effects had all 
been carried out. Sne stared about as if she 
could not realize the sharp vicissitude of for- 
tune, until her gaze fell upon her broom, when, 
with mechanical obedience to the association of 
ideas, she began to

of the house from which she was being evicted.
